the manufacture of gloves und hollow ware as
shall subseribe to the articles of assoeintion.

The aiticles ol sssociation adopted mumber [i-

teen,

The compnel declares it to be the objeot of the
orgunization to protect thems=lvea by union of
aclion aguinst upreasonable exactions on the
part of employes who may belong to trades,
unions, and also to maintsin the right and pre-
serve the power of each Individual memiver (o
coutrol and monsge his own business and direct
and resuloate his own workehop.

The Associatlon is to consist of four graud
divigione, to be designated as tus Eustern, West-
ern, Middle, and Soutnern Divisions, The East-
tern IDivision cousisis of Lhe iron founders of
the New England States. The Middle Division,
ol New York, and thoss whoee foandiiss arve
Joeated mpen the great Nortbhern likes. The
Westan Division, of the iron founder# lving
west of the Alleghenies and contiguous to the
Olilo and Mississippi rivers; and the Sonibhern
Division, of Philudeliphin, Baltimore, aud any
other Southern eities which may des re to unite
with the Associaiion,

Two-thirds of the members of any division,
